The tubeless tyre is being made in quantity; one 
well-known company has produced an original tyre, the internal steel mesh of which 
has considerable puncture-proofing qualities, and there are various tyres which pro- 
vide an emergency cushion when the outer cover has been punctured, so allowing 
the motorist to reach the nearest source of repair or replacement; an internal sealing 
compound will also provide a reasonably puncture-proof tyre. It is the extensive 
burst that prevents perfection being attained in this respect 

The use of one of these methods of insuring against immobility has enabled the 
Swedish Volvo company to pioneer in discarding the spare wheel, which is not 
provided on their most recently introduced plastic-bodied model. We look forward 
to the day when manufacturers elsewhere are able to follow suit. Unused for 
99 per cent of its life, the spare wheel is an affront to efficiency 


It's the Finish That Counts 


HE difference between a beautifully finished car and one that is far short of 

perfection is the difference between Savile Row and ofi-the-peg tailoring; one 

is craftsmanship, the other economic. Car manufacturers have now found 
the happy mean between the long, hand-painted process of the early part of the 
century and the imperfect finishes of immediately post-war years. And this is 
important, for the British motorist likes his car to look good, and to continue looking 
good. He does not want an enamel that remains shiny for six months only. Some 
of the considerations involved in producing hard-wearing finishes in gay colours are 
outlined in an article on the following pages 

The consideration of durability goes side by side with that of colour, and in the 
calculated assessment of a potential buyer, equal weight is given to the wearing 
characteristics and the colour. He wants the paint on panel edges and in indentations 
to be smooth; the sight of chromium flakes on his polishing rag is anathema to him 
So the research which continues into a better rust-proofing process and primer coat 
improvement is to be applauded, and the British buyer will always be prepared to 
pay for positive results. After all, the tailored suit will retain its appearance three 
times as long as the shop-bought one 
The final consideration, colour: the car has been chosen, the make, model and 

engine capacity. Amy enamel] used by the manufacturers of repute has been 
thoroughly tested for blistering, chalking, crazing and fading, before application to 
the body. So the would-be owner can be sure that any shade offered to him

THE IMPORTANCE OF CAR FINISH 


O be colour-blind in the modern world would be to 
miss the glorious upsurge of colour into the furniture, 
fashion and architecture of this postwar decade. 

And the car industry has borne its share of the colour 
Manufacturers are becoming more and more 
conscious of colour attraction; startling colour combina- 
tions begin to enliven the dullest roads, and women, 
motorists and non-motorists alike, can have nothing but 
praise for this trend. 

The hard-bitten, masculine motorist prefers black? It 
is the smartest colour? But how dull the roads would be 
with an endless succession of black cars passing at regular 
intervals; it would be like a nation of women dressed in 
black suits; black is smart for suits, too. It would bring 
an illusion of totalitarianism—no car must differ from the 
next one by so much as an inch of mudguard, a splash of 
paint, or one millimetre of bore and stroke. So the women 
applaud the increased colour-consciousness; but they want 
it side by side with increased durability 

A roadside poll puts the percentage of black cars at about 
50; manufacturers’ sales figures show this ratio to be correct 
in Great Britain, though the popularity of black decreases 
steadily. By contrast, black in the United States is 
responsible for less than 10 per cent of the cars produced; 
even ten years ago the figure was no more than double 
that—another instance of the foresight shown by American 
manufacturers 

How is colour first decided by the manufacturers? Here 
line is taken by the industry. With British 
Ford cars, the initiative is in the hands of the paint manu- 
facturers, who put forward shades for approval; selected 
colours are painted on to single cars; if they pass the sales 
committee, it is then the turn of the laboratory to carrv 
yut tests, for the paint must conform to a given specification. 
For Standard cars the choice of colour is influenced by 
public demand; here Mahomet comes to the mountain.

“LIFE 
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INCREASES WITH AN INEVITABILITY 


At Austin’s, both approaches are used. Mrs. Kay Petre, 
their colour consultant, works out new ideas and colour 
schemes, co-operating with the designers, stylists, produc- 
tion and paint experts. The results go before top executives 
for approval, but the final decision is influenced by con- 
sumer preference in all parts of the world. 

Typical of British bedy finishing methods is the Rotodip 
plant operated by the Nuffield Organization at Cowley. 
Here the plain, greasy, steel bodies pass through a tunnel 
and in no more than 1} hours they are cleaned, given 
rust-proofing treatment and a primer coat of paint. During 
this process, the bodies revolve on a spit while they are 
subjected to a series of continuous operations; they are then 
passed through to receive the painting finish and polish. 
The time taken nowadays to complete a finishing process 
can be counted in hours; forty years ago, to paint a car 
took nearly a month, mainly because of lengthy drying 


processes 


Quicker Finish 


In America, finishing time has been reduced even 
further; the hours taken for the process can be counted 
on the fingers of one hand. Some years ago the Chrysle1 
Corporation introduced a process in which the body is 
sprayed with a phosphating solution before application of 
the primer coat; this has rust-proofing properties as well 
as forming a basis for the final painting. Improvements 
which have resulted in increased durability and colour 
retention have widened the available and economic choice 
of colours for enamel and lacquer until there is now no 
brick of impracticability tied to the neck of any projected 
colour. Even maroon, a notoriously bad finish for cars 
is now improving. 

“ Metalescence ” is a word which has appeared recentl; 
in the jargon of the motor industry; its slick but brittle

euphony describes exactly the shallow sparkle of the car 


which is given a metallic finish. Darker colours respond 
best to this process, which is achieved by the use of 
powdered aluminium as the paint is sprayed. Dark or 
light, blue or grey, I think that metalescence cheapens 
car; all that glitters is not gold. 

An alternative to the usual enamel, and used on mz 
American models, is the lacquer finish. Enamel I 
by chemical reaction (oxidation or polymerization); lacque! 
dries by evaporation of the solvents used to apply it. Baked 
enamel shines; lacquer has a rubbed and polished appear 
ance. The rapid drying characteristic makes lacquet 
important for repair purposes, and since it is difficult to 
match the original enamel which has undergone a chemical 
change during baking, lacquer is more often used for 
repairs, whether or not the original finish was enamel 
Lacquers are now available in brighter colours, and they 
lend themselves to painting in two colours because of the 
rapid drying qualities. A comparison of matching colours 
in enamel and lacquer shows that neither is ahead in reten 
tion of lustre; but enamels are more 
subject to blistering and “ chalking.” 

In the Ford works at Dagenham 
synthetic enamel is used as a finish 
for all cars. Laboratory workers, 
while using the outside atmosphere 
for certain weathering tests, make 
general use of a fascinating appara- 
tus called the Weatherometer In 
this, years of natural exposure to the 
atmosphere are simulated in the 
space of a few hundred hours. Small 
panels coated with the different

enamels being tested are hung round the inside of a lidless 
cylindrical drum. A carbon arc lamp emitting ultra-violet 
rays is lowered into the centre of the drum which rotates 
slowly round it. At one point in their rotation the panels 
come out of the sunshine of the ultra-violet rays into the 
rain, in the form of a spray which waters them as they pass 
behind a metal screen. After 500 hours, the panels are 
removed for examination They are compared with 
similarly coated panels, which have not been subjected t 
the Weatherometer, to assess fading or loss of lustre and 
are also examined for blistering or chalking; if the enam« 
has chalked it is as though icing has been injected unc

Research has shown that perfectly fast colours aré¢ 
technical impossibility; all paints have an initial fade

tary red, fern green Ford’s of England are sufficiently 
up-to-date to give delightful names to their finishes—Bristol 
fawn, Winchester blue, Dorchester grey, Canterbury green, 
ind so on. Such names should be given more prominence 
in advertisements and brochures. They are not known to 
the general public and this is a pity; think of the joy a 
motorist misses if he owns, say, a Cambridge blue car, 
ind doesn’t even know it is Cambridge blue! 

The American Ford company, too, recognizes the sales 
appeal of colours which have exotic names: raven black, 
sandstone white, cadet blue, Killarney green, cameo coral 
-as enticing as a film shot of 2 South Sea island 


Feminine Choice 


If colours were given more publicity, the husband with 
a normal amount of tact, having selected from performance 
data the car he would like to own, would have no difficulty 
in persuading his wife that it was also her choice; he need 
say only, with flattering simplicity, “I'll leave the choice 
of colour to you, dear. You are a better judge than I am.” 
He may depend upon it that the car will not be black; but 
he has his cake as well as eating it—his wife can enjoy 
looking at the car (which is all that wives are usually 
allowed to do) and the husband’s pleasure is in the engine. 

In choosing colour, many aspects must be considered. 
The choice depends on ease of upkeep—darker colours 
show the dust, but keep smart longer; lighter colours show 
the dirt. The size and styling of the car are also important 
—a baby car may look appealing in a seaside bandstand 
blue or ocean green. The Austin A.30 Seven is attractively 
coy in pink-beige with a red roof; but imagine an Armstrong 
Siddeley with similar markings! 

The sweeping lines of the larger car lend themselves to 
tasteful toning of dark grey and dove colour, of navy blue 
and mid-blue. The Hillman Californian, with its hard-top, 
looks fine in cream with a red top, or emerald with a dark 
green roof, but the Bentley or the Lagonda cry out for black 
It is consistent with their usual taste that the upper income 
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groups prefer dark colours; and it is good to know that the 
aristocracy of cars need not fear the debasement of lurid 
paint. ' 

Choosing a car is very like choosing clothes; and the 
woman would ask herself the same question. Does that 
tone look too garish? Would one tire quickly of a bright 
red? A light colour makes the car look bigger; a dark 
colour, smaller. Two-colour toning creates an illusion o! 
length and elegance. She does not want an indeterminate 
neutral; pastels are weak, also. Her choice may fall on the 
Consul finished in the rich green of not-yet-dusty holly 
leaves; and not everybody is superstitious, judging by the 
sales figures for Consuls and Zephyrs, in which greens 
account for nearly 20 per cent. The lighter green which 
reminds one of processed peas is not so attractive, but the 
squat line of the Consul and Zephyr looks attractive in 
a tropical blue; conversely, black enamel turns it into an 
unfriendly, sulky car

Popularity of brighter colours in warmer and sunnier 
climate, which prevail in export markets, has influenced the 
introduction of more varied and brighter colours to the car 
industry in general. 

As one would expect, colour is given more weight by the 
car manufacturers in that advertisement-obsessed land 
across the Atlantic. De Soto cars are “ available in the new 
spring colours.” Chrysler cars can be bought in any of 
58 exterior colours and 86 two-tone combinations; over 
there blues and greens are in the lead for popularity—they 
are the colours most restful to the eye. In a continent 
where temperatures can reach the hundreds, the psycho- 
logical effect of a cool colour must be studied. 

Interior colour, too, is brightening; gone are the dullness 
and monotony of pre-war days. It is important that

The Grab 


AVING suffered from a grabbing 

brake at intervals in the recent 
iamp weather, I find myself wondering 
just what happens. I have heard two 
versions: one is that a lining chopped 
off square results in grab because the 
material just at the point of the right- 
angle doubles back on itself, as it-were, 
and causes the shock stop of the drum; 
the remedy here, we are told, is to 
chamfer the lining edge. The other ver- 
sion maintains that grab results from a 
chamfered lining because dirt collects 
it the point where the chamfered edge

touches the drum, and, having a differ- 
ent frictional characteristic from that of 
the lining itself, causes grab; the 
remedy here, of course, is to cut the 
lining off square 

There could, one realizes, be a con- 
fiict of views here; but not necessarily 
so, as there may be two sources of grab. 
Either way, it seems that the drum must 
undergo considerable distortion both in 
order to cause and as a result of the 
grab.

Creators make 
a p.v.c. oil and weather resisting plastic 
concertina, which incorporates a grease 
nipple in each length, and I think these 
would have a long life. They also make 
a good plastic wrapping tape. Wefco 
gaiters are the old-established thing, 
those I have seen being made of strong 
hide leather and stoutly sewn; there is 
a grease nipple in each 

Remembering the leather gaiters on 
the old cars, I would say they would 
have the same life as a car, and would 
require refilling by grease gun most 
infrequently. I have used Drevo tape 
because its application does not 
require one to free the spring from its 
shackles (which is easy), and reshackle 
it (which is most technical). If a 
spring has metal and not rubber- 
bushed shackles, it may be just possible 
to gaiter a shackle completely, the en- 
closure stretching from the master leaf 
tc the mounting point. But an owner! 
must study the possibility for himself. 

At small eliminated 
several points from routine servicing, 
transferring them to the pleasanter 
‘once in a blue moon” category; on 
my car, ten points And others to 
follow. Now for essential service 
points which are extremely _in- 
accessible. 

The difficulties of inaccessible rear 
axle and gear box filler plugs, especi- 
ally those on the side of the component, 
are tremendous if you use jugs and 
funnels, and wasteful, too. A _ brass 
syringe with a bendable metal hose 
solves them for me; oil is picked up 
direct from the can or bottle, and 
accurately delivered to the hole, from 
any angle or grotesque attitude that 
the operator has been compelled to 
adopt. If I had not found a brass 
syringe, I should use a bicycle pump 
with a p.v.c. hose

that there is no danger of a crack st 
ing and spreading outwards. 

The old cars had the most wonderful 
access to their rear axle pots by remov 
ing wooden floors, but it is not 
ticable to have a large hatch in moder! 
stressed and permanent steel floors, un 
less it is to have such framing and s 
many fastenings all round as to pre- 
serve the strength of the original 
structure, like a ship’s water-tight 
bulkhead door. Base panelling is part 
of the integral structure of most cars 
In fact, it seems foolish and wicked to 
make any breach in a stressed skin 
construction. Even a bolt hole could 
cause trouble! 

My car’s body is the old-fashioned 
coachwork; the wheel arches are 
purely “passengers.” Therefore I 
felt justified in taking such a liberty. 
This warning seems desirable because, 
when frustrated by any sort of inacces- 
sibility, it is but human to allow the 
eye to roll towards an axe. With older 
cars this may be permissible. 

Here I may mention an advantage 
of home servicing. Before topping up 
a rear axle or a damper, an owner 
should so thoroughly clean the plugs 
that he ensures that absolutely no dirt 
can enter the component, which will 
give it a longer life. “Our dampers 
would wear slowly,” a maker’s repre- 
sentative once told me, “ but their fine 
clearances are chewed up by the dirt 
people drop into them.” 

The time taken in greasing is appre- 
ciably reduced if all grease nipples are 
fitted with the little G.N.C.P.P. rubber 
snap-on caps, because they keep the 
points clean and ready for gunning 
Cleaning nipples takes as long as 
greasing them, and the whole job is 
greatly prolonged by points blocked by 
a hard core of dirt or a piece of grit, 
which frustrates the gun and makes 
the grease squeeze out sideways; but it 
must be added that the cheap little 


prac- 
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guns provided in some toolkits are 
rather easily frustrated. 

Ordinary car grease is a good lubri- 
cant, but it will not stay put in chassis 
bearings (unless these are a high 
quality sealed component which will 
hold even oil). There is a heavier duty 
class of greases, called “ fibrous,” such 
as Regent Marfak (Caltex overseas 
and Shell Retinax. They are so called 
because they have cohesion. If a blob 
of such grease is placed between two 
surfaces and they are pulled apart, it 
will stretch and form strings. If it is 
squashed out of a bearing, it will not 
be lost but will be pulled in again on 
reverse loading. If a blob on a steel 
plate is struck with a hammer it will 
not splash outwards, but will return 
when the hammer is raised, adhering 
to the head and forming a long string: 
A stick withdrawn from a tin of 
ordinary yellow grease comes away, 
coated with grease. One withdrawn 
from fibrous grease tries to pull the 
whole contents out with it! 

After a trial in an alternately hot and 
wet summer, I adopted Marfak No. 1 
when I found that the swivel pin on 
one side, with this grease, remained 
clearly lubricated when that on the 
other side, with yellow grease, had for 
a second and third time dried and been 
relubricated. Forcing out the existing 
Marfak, I dissolved and filtered it, and 
found no appreciable dirt. It had 
sealed the bearing. Without sanction 
of either grease or chassis manufac- 
turer I am getting away with longer 
intervals between servicing 

Marfak No. 1 is thick. It can be fed 
with a plain push “pom-pom” gun, 
though not a toy one. I tried a 
Walters and Dobson 70A GGH pom- 
pom, which has a long stroke; it would 
manage, in very frosty weather, the 
rubber capped and clean nipples. It

Another grease I have tried is Shell 
Retinax A, a multi-purpose lithium 
suitable for practically all 
points, including hubs which run 
rather hot, water pumps and 
lubricated dynamos.

In amateur service, it is hardly prac- 
ticable to use (as recommended by 
some handbooks guns and 
greases, and a universal grease is essen- 
tial.

owner is, to equip his Zephyr with numerous accessories 
to increase the comfort and help towards more pleasant 
motoring. 

As the war years and their effects recede into the 
background, the material situation becomes easier for the 
car manufacturer and customers begin to demand more 
accessories and a greater choice of colour schemes. Some 
are prepared, and prefer, to add equipment to their cars 
gradually—for instance, when it is found that a new type 
of fog lamp has been introduced or a screen washer is 
required. There is the other type of owner who prefers 
to purchase his car already equipped with those extras 
which go a long way towards making motoring a little 
easier or more pleasant. 

So'the Zephyr Zodiac was introduced at the 1953 Earls 
Court Show and it is interesting to reflect that it is pro- 
duced by the firm whose founder is credited with saying 
that the customer could have his car any colour he liked 
so long as it was black! 

In mechanical and structural specification the Zodiac 
is similar to the standard Zephyr, the notable difference 
being the compression ratio, which is 7.5 on the Zodiac 
as against 6.8 to 1 on the standard engine. The high- 
compression head and its valve cover are painted red for 
identification purposes. Apart from this the design is not

dampers inside the springs; normal half-elliptic springs are 
used at the rear. Since the last Road Test by The 
Autocar of a Ford Zephyr the axle ratio has been raised 
slightly to 4.44 to 1. Previous overall ratios were 4.375, 
7.187 and 12.434 to 1, so the use of a higher compression 
ratio, giving a b.h.p. of 71 at 4,200 r.p.m., compared with 
68 at 4,000 for the earlier and also present standard 
Zephyrs, gives the Zodiac better acceleration all through 
the range and a slightly higher maximum speed. Also, 
since the last test occurred, higher octane rated fuels have 
been introduced, of which the engine designer has taken 
advantage. 

The engine is extremely flexible and pulls strongly from 
below 12 mp.h. in top gear up to its very creditable 
maximum without the slightest sign of roughness or vibra- 
tion. When required, the majority of main road hills can 
be stormed in a very heartening fashion, while if the car 
is baulked on a gradient the use of second gear in the 
three-speed box enables it to over- 
take other vehicles in a fast and safe 
manner. Most satisfyingly, the en- 
gine responds immediately to quick 
throttle openings and if maximum 
power is used when accelerating on 
wet roads the comparatively small 
diameter wheels will spin. In spite 
of care during the take off, in an 
endeavour to obtain the best pos- 
sible figures, wheelspin was notice- 
able during the standing start ac- 
celeration tests, and this on a dry

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concrete surface. In addition to the excellent acceleration 
characteristics of the Zodiac, which are such a valuable fea- 
ture of a car in these days of road congestion, it will cruise 
without effort at a genuine 70 m.p.h. when carrying three 
large we x ge and a full complement of luggage. 

Throughout the speed range there is no unpleasing 
mechanical noise or roar from the engine, and, 
according to the way in which it is driven, it can be very 
economical for its size. Full and constant use of the per- 
formance will play ducks and drakes with fuel economy, 
but on one occasion during the test a consumption figure 
approaching 30 m.p.g. was achieved. Two factors con- 
tributed to this: the car was driven at speeds not exceeding 
40 m.p.h. and the tyre pressures had been increased from 
the recommended figure of 24 to 32lb per sq in to lessen 
tyre squeal when cornering. 

Most gradients, except those liable to be met off the 
beaten track, can be taken in second gear and the owner 
is reassured by the knowledge that there can indeed be 
few hills that the Zodiac would not clear in this useful 
intermediate gear. On all occasions during the test the 
engine responded immediately to the starter and very little 
use of the choke was required after a night in the open, 
with the radiator facing an east wind. 


Good Gear Change 


With the very useful top gear performance that is avail- 
able, no great advantage is gained in normal circumstances 
by changing to second gear, except, for instance, when 
maximum acceleration is required for overtaking purposes. 
When it is necessary to change gear, the short, stiff, steering 
column mounted lever makes the operation a pleasure. 
There is no lost motion in the gear change mechanism 
and the synchromesh on second and top is good; very 
quick changes can be made in both directions without 
beating the synchromesh. The single-plate clutch has 
hydraulic operation and the take up is smooth, but the 
pedal movement required more effort than is usual in 
these days. 

As the engine performance of cars tends to increase, 
so the designer has to ensure that the suspension will be 
firm enough to prevent the car rolling when driven at high 
speeds, and soft enough to absorb all shocks if the vehicle 
is taken along unmade roads such as occur overseas or in 
exceptional circumstances in Great Britain. The products 
of the Ford Motor Company have always had a reputation 
for being able to go anywhere, and, with the latest Ford 
design of independent front suspension, the Zephyr Zodiac 
gives the driver and passengers an excellent ride in all 
circumstances. It handles well on all surfaces and when 
deliberately provoked on a wet road the tail end showed 
no tendency to break away. The ride in the back seat is 
very good and it is quite possible for two people to fall 
asleep in the rear compartment when the car is cruising at 
quite high speeds. 

The steering is positive and light and the car will follow 
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the line that is chosen without upsetting the driver’s calcu- 
lations. A very slight amount of understeer gives confidence 
and the car feels as safe on wet main roads at speed as it 
does on winding, badly surfaced by-roads. Tyre squeal was 
noticeable when cornering at even moderate speeds on 
some surfaces and experimenting with tyre pressures did 
not eliminate this. 

The driving position promoted by the wide bench type 
seat is helped greatly by the extremely good vision the 
driver has. The whole of the top line of the left-hand 
front wing can be seen and the car can be driven through 
narrow gaps with safety and confidence—confidence that 
is gained almost at once by a driver strange to the car. 
The driving position is somewhat upright and does not 
compare favourably in comfort with that provided by the 
rear seat on a long journey. The thin-rimmed steering 
wheel is nicely placed and it is possible to operate the gear

lever and the half-horn ring without removing the left hand 
completely from the wheel. The taller driver will find that 
the adjustment for the front seat is limited; the adjusting 
lever can be easily reached from the seat. The three pedals 
are of the pendant type and with right-hand drive there is 
ample room for the left foot away from the clutch pedal. 
Both foot and hand brakes are well up to their work. The 
brakes showed no signs of fade or inequality after the 
severe brake testing procedure and were well able to cope 
with any situation on the road. The pull-and-push hand 
brake lever, situated to the left of the steering column, can 
be reached by a tall driver without stretching forward when 
the seat is right back and the brake will hold the fully laden 
car on a severe gradient. 

To a public accustomed to single-colour bodywork and

schemes available on the Zephyr Zodiac have brought new 
life to the roads of Britain and other countries. The equip- 
ment which is standard is well placed and not overdone. 
A long-range lamp and a pass or fog light supplement the 
head lamps, which themselves could be more powerful for 
fast night driving. 

Two external wing mirrors give the driver a full view 
along both sides of the car and are cleverly spring loaded 
on their mountings, so that if accidentally knocked against 
they will spring back into position without having to be 
reset. In addition a large interior mirror gives a 
rearward view through the back window. The well-placed 
and good-sized electric clock above the centre of the wind- 
screen is lit at night, and the reversing lamp, controlled by 
a self-illuminating switch as required by law, the wind- 
screen washer and a cigarette lighter are all items which 
are extremely useful in the appropriate circumstances. The 
white wall tyres, although they may not be everybody’s 
choice, blend well with the paintwork and have the 
capacity of teaching some drivers not to be “kerb scrapers.” 
Chromium plated wheel rims are also supplied as standard.

Light Interior 


The interior finish of the bodywork balances the exterior 
and the occupants have an impression of a well-lighted, 
spacious compartment. The seats are covered with dual- 
tone hide and give ample support. Opening quarter lights 
are provided in the leading edges of the front windows and 
each door has an arm rest-cum-door pull. The arm rest on 
the driving side door is awkwardly placed for some drivers 
and tends to restrict arm movement. The facia is well laid 
out with a deep parcel shelf running from the left side to 
the steering column housing and a smaller compartment 
on the right. There are no pockets in the doors. 

The instruments, consisting of the semicircular speed- 
ometer dial, fuel contents gauge and either temperature 


gauge or ammeter, are easily read from the driving seat and 
sufficiently well lit at night. At first sight the control 
switches may seem to have been thrown at the column 
housing and fixed in the positions they hit, but after a while 
the driver realizes the advantages of the irregular position- 
ing of the controls over the more usual in-line all-alike 


method. Instead of a straight row of round knobs which 
have to be fumbled at in the dark, the control switches 
of the Zephyr Zodiac have been placed well apart, and 
after short acquaintance with the car the driver is able to 
place his hand on the required control immediately instead 
of wondering whether he is going to pull out the fog lamp 
switch instead of the windscreen wiper control which he 
may require at that moment. 

In addition to a large ashtray in the centre of the facia, 
there is a smaller one in the back of the front seat and two 
adjustable sun vizors are placed above the windscreen, that 
on the passenger’s side having a 
vanity mirror in the back. The 
fresh air heating and demisting 
unit is placed alongside the engine 
with the controls below the centre 
of the parcels shelf. Two vents 
above the facia direct hot or cold 
air on to the windscreen and the air 
pressure is supplemented by a fan 
controlled by a switch to the right 
of the steering column housing.

fluid reservoir, engine oil filler . 
and radiator filler cap are all 
extremely easy to reach. The 
water container for the windscreen 
washer is placed against the bulk- 
head, behind the battery, while 
the fresh air and heater unit is 
concentrated on the opposite side 
of the compartment. 


There are not likely to be complaints here about lack of space, 
though the locker is of somewhat irregular shape. A small tool 
compartment with a lid is provided between the spare wheel 
and the wing. Red reflectors are incorporated in the rear 
lamps, and a locking petrol filler cap is a standard fitting. 


Additional air for the interior is controlled by a knob on 
the extreme left of the parcels shelf. 

A radio can be supplied as an extra and when this is 
fitted the Zodiac owner can be satisfied that his car is as 
fully equipped as is really necessary. The control unit on 
the car tested fitted neatly below the centre of the facia, 
with one speaker unit in the left-hand corner of the shelf 
and a supplementary speaker with separate volume control 
sunk in the useful wide shelf behind the back seat. The 
extending aerial is placed in the rear edge of the right-hand 
front wing and can be extended without the driver having 
to leave the car. 


Luggage Space 


Below the bonnet the six-cylinder engine fits snugly 
amongst its auxiliaries and full marks must be given for 
the accessibility of the oil filler and the oil level dipstick. 
The dual Windtone horns, which have a powerful note, 
are fixed to the underside of the bonnet, which is held in 
the open position by a single strut. There is space for a 
large amount of luggage in the rear locker, which also 
houses the spare wheel in an upright position. The nine- 
gallon petrol tank is placed below the floor of the locker; 
the filler orifice, with its acute bend, will not take full flow 
from the average garage pump. A tool locker is provided 
for the small tools, but there is no fixed location for the 
jack and wheel brace, and no starting handle is provided. 
The simple two-legged jack with its ratchet handle works 
well and raises the car sufficiently for the wheels to clear 
the wing valances. There are 12 lubrication points which 
require attention every 1,000 miles. 

Customary reaction to the Zodiac is that of admiration, 
and the owner who likes to have a car that is distinctive, 
as well as lively in performance, can consider the price 
difference between the standard Zephyr Six and the Zephyr 
Zodiac to be well worth while.

STOP PRESS 


MEASURING stopping power on icy surfaces 


There is probably no motoring experience more frightening—or more uncom- 
fortable—than skidding on ice. In research on this subject, the schoolboy’s old 
favourite “‘the coefficient of friction” plays a big part. For example, on a dry road 
the coefficient between the tyre and the surface is around 0.9. This means that a 
30 cwt. car needs a 27 cwt. push to start it skidding. But on wet ice, where the 
coefficient is about 0.05, the same car would need only a 1 }-cwt. push to start it in 
a slide. 
To design tyres with the greatest possible resistance to skidding under really bad 
conditions, it is essential to be able to measure the coefficient with constant 
accuracy. 
A new machine at Fort Dunlop helps us to do this. A rotating steel drum, kept 
below freezing point with “dry ice”, has a wheel and tyre pressed against it. 
Spraying the drum with water gives it a 
smooth coat of wet ice and when the 
wheel brakes are locked hard, the tyre 
skids over the ice. Gauges show the 
different forces at work and enable the 
coefficient of friction to be calculated. 
While it is not possible, of course, to 
anticipate a tyre capable of entirely 
resisting skids on ice, much valuable 
information is being obtained, on the 
realities of this behaviour, as it is 
influenced by tread patterns of differing 
design.

Chief distinguishing features between 
the Morris Cowley and the Morris 
Oxford are the absence on the smaller 
engined car of the plated rubbing 
strip above the front wing and the use 
of painted instead of plated window 
frames. The familiar Morris badge is 
on the front of the bonnet. 


A New Morris Cowley 


EARLY twenty-one years have 
passed since the last Morris 
Cowley left the well-known 

Oxfordshire factory, and now the name is 
reborn. The older cars will be remem- 
bered with affection by a great number of 
motorists and the latest edition follows in 
their wheeltracks with the aim of pro- 
viding economical and comfortable trans- 
port for the occupants without sacrificing 
—— equipment. Very similar in 
appearance to the recently introduced 
Morris Oxford (described in The Autocar 
of May 21, 1954), the Cowley uses the 
same body pressings, and has the same 
seating capacity, but uses the B.M.C.’s B 
range engine, whichis a four-cylinder o.h.v. 
unit of 1,200 c.c. A four-speed gear box 
takes the drive to the hypoid rear axle. 
In order to allow comfortable seating 
with sufficient leg room for all 
the engine is well forward of the centre 
line of the front wheels. It is iden- 
tical in construction with the engine 
of the Morris Oxford except that the 
cylinder bore is 65.48 mm compared with 
73.025 mm; the stroke is the same at 


89 mm. The compression ratio is 7.2 te 1 
and maximum b.h.p. is 42 at 4,500 r.p.m. 
Steel-backed white metal bearings are 
used for the connecting rod big-ends and 
the three-bearing crankshaft. Three com 
pression rings and one slotted scraper are 
carried by the split skirt pistons and the 
gudgeon pins are held in the connecting 
rods by pinch bolts. 

A chain-driven camshaft runs in three 
white metal bearings in the left-hand 
side of the crankcase and from the cam- 
shaft are driven the distributor and the oil 
pump. The push-rod-operated rocker 
arms are easily adjusted for clearance and 
single springs with a collar and split 
cotters hold the valves in position. The 
lubrication system incorporates a by-pass 
filter on the lower right-hand side of the 
engine. The element of this filter can be 
detached and replaced by undoing one 
bolt. It has the added advantage of being 
easy to reach. Also on the right-hand side 
of the engine, away from the exhaust 
manifold, are the dynamo with adjustment 
for the driving belt, the starter motor with 
very accessible solenoid switch, and the 
distributor. On the other side of the 
engine the semi-downdraught S.U. car- 
burettor is connected with the air cleaner 
by a cast alloy intake pipe. Cable opera- 
tion of the throttle is used, which means 
that there are no fork ends or clevis pins 
to wear, and wear on the butterfly spindle 
itself should be kept at a minimum by the 
use of a coil return spring 


Flat Silencer 


In the interests of ground clearance, a 
flat exhaust silencer is used, with a heat- 
proof shield between it and the underside 
of the body. Immediately behind the 
silencer the exhaust pipe is supported by a 
flexible mounting. 

Drive goes to the gear box through a 
7iin dry single-plate clutch. The clutch 
is hydraulically actuated, the cylinder 


being mounted on the nght-hand lower 
corner of the clutch housing. For left- 
hand drive cars the cylinder is located on 
the opposite side. Fluid for the clutch 
operating cylinder is contained in a reser- 
voir which also feeds the brake master 
cylinder. This method of clutch opera- 
tion means that the pedal movement is 
light and particularly suited to a woman 
driver. Also there are fewer wearing 
parts between the pedal and the clutch 
arm.

The connect- 
ing rods are split at an 
angle of 43 deg to the 
longitudinal centre line 
and the light alloy pistons 
have split skirts. 














clutch housing and can be adapted for 
left- or right-hand drive models. There is 
synchromesh on second, third and top 
gears and a steering column lever is used. 
At the rear of the gear box is an extension 
which carries a plain bearing supporting 
the outer end of the sliding spline 
assembly. The large diameter propeller- 
shaft passes through the centre cross- 
member and the two universal couplings 
have one greasing point each. The three- 
quarter floating hypoid axle has a one- 
piece casing and the drive pinion runs in 
taper roller bearings. Four studs locate 
the disc type wheels on the hubs. 
Hydraulically operated brakes with 8in 
drums are used, having two-leading shoes 
in the front brakes. As with the Morris 
Oxford, the hand brake on the new

Independent front suspension is by long 
torsion bars which have their rear location 
im the central cross-member.

The front 
end engages with the lower forged suspen- 
sion member, the top member being a 
two-piece wishbone pressing. This is 
located on a bracket bolted to the main 
structure. Fore and aft movement of the 
lower suspension member is restricted by 
a short link connected to the front of the 


scopic dampers with cooling fins are used 
for the front and rear suspension, with the 


addition of conical rubber stops at the 
front end. Rear suspension is by long 
half-elliptic seven-leaf springs. Between 
the ends of the spring leaves is a thin 
rubber washer. Front and rear shackles 
have rubber bushes, the front mounting 
of the rear springs being easily renewable, 
a point which should appeal to service 


engineers. 

A feature of this new model from the 
Nuffield Organization is the thought that 
has been given to the service engineer and 
owner who likes to do his own mainten- 


ance. The extensive use of rubber bushes 
in the suspension means that there is 2 
total of only nine poimts on the car at 
which a grease gun need be applied.

steering gear is used on the Cowley, this 
method of directional control having a 
reputation for accuracy and lack of lost 
movement. Rubber bellows are fitted to 
the exposed ends of the mechanism to ex- 
clude dirt and water. 

Built to appeal to the motorist who 
requires am economical car with a low 
capital outlay for its size, the Cowley 
should also be very suitable for the busi- 
ness man who spends much of his work- 
ing day behind the steering wheel. Econ- 
omy in manufacture has been achieved 
by eliminating certain plated parts and 
minor fittings, but not to the extent where 
the car would look unfinished. Some 
owners may well feel that the lack of 
chromium entails less cleaning and polish- 
ing, and welcome its exclusion on this 


score. The essentials for economical and 
comfortable motoring are built into the 
Cowley without the equipment being cut 
to the bone to achieve a low price. 

The Cowley has an overall length of 
14ft lin and is Sft Sin wide, so that it can 
be housed comfortably in the average size 
garage. The four-door all-steel body is of 
chassisless construction and has a stoved 
synthetic finish. Both front and rear doors 
are hung at the forward edge, and have 
semi-rotary catches with push-button 
releases in the exterior handles. The 
interior handles are of the conventional 
pattern and the car can be locked up by 
the same key as is used for the ignition 
and luggage locker. 

Width of the doors is generous, 
facilitating entry, and check straps hold

arranged to hold the doors in the open position and combined arm rests and door

therm in the fully open position. A detaif 
fitting is a metal rubbing strip over the 
lower door sills, which prevents wear of 
the floor covering. The sealing of the door 
apertures has been done in a thorough 
manner, all doors having double seals. 
The forward lights in the front doors are 
fixed and the window frames are finished 
in the body colour. The vertical chrom- 
ium plated strips on the radiator grille, 
chromium wing strips, and beading round 
the windscreen and rear window, which 
form part of the finish of the Oxford, have 
been eliminated on the Morris Cowley. 

Substantial bumpers are mounted front 
and rear, with overriders on the export 
cars. Towing or lifting eyes attached to 
the main structure are fitted out of sight, 
but are accessible, behind the front 
bumper. There is provision for a starting 
handle, the small aperture in the bumper 
being covered by a neat spring-loaded 
cover. The bonnet lifts up from the front 
and is held in the open position by a stay, 
allowing room to reach such components 
as the battery, oil-level dipstick, distribu- 
tor, sparking plugs and carburettor, It is 
released from inside the car and a safety 
catch is fitted. 


By mounting the fuel tank behind the 
rear seat and placing the spare wheel 
nearly vertically on the right-hand side, a 
luggage locker of generous proportions has 
been obtained, and although no special 
provision has been made for locating the 
jack and wheelbrace, it would be a diffi- 
cult owner who was not satisfied with the 
available luggage space. The sunken 
housing for the spare wheel has a small

drain hole to prevent any moisture collect- 
ing in it and the high-pressure electric 
fuel pump is in the top right-hand corner 
of the locker. In this position it is well 
able quickly to overcome any gassing in 
the fuel line which might occur as a result 
of extreme ambient temperatures. 
Sitting in the car, passengers and driver 
have an immediate impression of ample 
leg room and good visibility. The bench 
front seat, which has a quick and simple 
adjustment, is covered with p.v.c. leather- 
cloth, the cushion being of foam rubber;

the back rest is filled with rubberized 
hair, The rear seat has similar construc- 
tion and both seats can accommodate 
three adults, the offset steering column 
and clutch and brake pedals allowing the 
driver full control when he is seated in 
the extreme corner. Even when the front 
sear is adjusted well back, there is ample 
leg room for a six-foot passenger at the 
rear. The floor is covered with a double 
thickness of felt, the top layer having a 
coating of ribbed p.v.c. which is washable 
and easily cleaned, as is the roof lining, 
which is also a plastic material. 


Spacious 


The styling has placed the appreciably 
curved windscreen well forward of the 
driver and front seat passengers and this 
gives an air of spaciousness in the car. A 
single sun vizor on the driving side and a 
wide, tinted driving mirror prevent the 
driver from being dazzled by a late after- 
noon sun and following head lights at 
night. In keeping with the policy of not 
cutting the equipment to the bone for the 
sake of economy, twin-blade self-parking 
windscreen wipers are fitted and a gener- 
ous area of the large screen is covered 
by the blades. The facia is neatly laid 
out and the instrument panel is flanked 
on each side by a large open cubby 
hole. Between the two central circular

dials which contain a speedometer with a 
trip recorder, oil pressure and fuel con- 
tents gauges, and an ammeter, is the con- 
trol for the fresh-air inlet. The single- 
note horn is operated by two arms which 
protrude from the steering wheel boss and 
partially cover the spokes of the wheel. 
Self-cancelling direction indicators are 
supplied, with provision for winking 
lights on export cars, the control being 
at the centre of the steering wheel. 
Provision has been made for heating 
and demisting equipment. The fresh-air 
entry is a shallow scoop on the bonnet, 
where it is away from the exhaust pipes of 
other vehicles, and the duct is sealed by 
rubber beading when the bonnet is closed 
so that no engine fumes can enter the 
body. Five demisting slots are cut in 
top of the facia, and the fitting of a heater 
as an extra does not necessitate any com-

The 
electrical system is comprehensive for a 
car which is aimed at a particular market 
and consists of a high-output dynamo with 
the customary compensated voltage con- 
trol, and a 12-volt 51 ampére-hour battery. 
There are double-dipping head lamps with 
a foot-operated dip switch, and a main 
beam warning light in the speedometer; 
the separate side lights have lenses which 
mould in with the frontal grille, and the 
combined stop and tail lamps are arranged 
to illuminate the luggage locker. The in- 
strument panel lighting is controlled by 
a rheostat switch and an interior light is 
fitted in the roof over the rear seat with 
a switch on the right-hand door pillar. 


Small Tools Discarded 


No small tools are supplied with the 
Cowley, but most motorists and would- 
be owners have the nucleus of a tool kit 
and the essential starting handle, jack and 
wheelbrace are provided. The jacking 
point is approximately midway along the 
wheelbase on each side of the car, rubber 
plugs sealing the sockets when not in use. 

The original bearers of this model’s 
name had the reputation of being econo- 
mical to run and easy to maintain, and

Rubber bushes are used 
extensively in the suspen- 
sion of the Cowley.

How To Drive a Mowing Machine 

{65761.J—I passed the driving test for vehicles in the old 
Group 1 and, since the new classification came into force at 
the end of 1948, my licence has covered Groups A (cars and 
commercial vehicles in general) and D (road rollers). Now, 
anyone passing the test in Group A since December 1, 1948, 
is automatically entitled to drive vehicles of Groups B (agri- 
cultural tractors) and C (mowing machines) as well. 

The last time I renewed my licence, I asked the County 
Council whether they could extend it to cover Groups B and C 
The reply was courteous but firm; they could not, without a 
further driving test, before which I must take out a provisional 
licence for these groups. They were good enough to point out, 
however, that I could take a test in Group A with my existing 
licence, and that, if successful, I should be entitled to drive 
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continued 


wricultural tractors and mowing machines on the Queen’s 
Highway to my heart’s content. To further the 
they enclosed a form of application for the driving test. 

Their suggested course strikes me as being a very reasonable 
one; I shall save the cost of a provisional licence (not to men 
tion the weighted insurance premium for a learner-driver), and 
will be tested on my own faithful car instead of some capricious 
and unfamiliar piece of agricultural machinery. Indeed, I shall 
save anyone the trouble of teaching me to drive one of the 
things, but can find out for myself later on, free from distrac 
non, 

But can anyone tell me how the present Group A test routine 
will measure my fitness to be in control of a farm tractor or a 
motor mower? And will I have to tell the examiner why I 
want to be tested in a group in which I am already qualified?

of the form and discovered that, since 1948, everybody who had 
passed a test in a car had been issued with a licence which 
covered groups A, B and C. As a result of this I put all four 
groups down on the form, but soon received a reply to the effect 
that I would need a provisional licence for groups B and C. I 
then telephoned to the Kent C.C. and asked them if I could take 
a test in my car and they said that I could.

The position now is that I am going to take a test in a car, 
as I did 15 years ago, in order to be able to drive vehicles in 
groups B and C. If I pass I shall be all right, but if I fail 
well, I shall still be able to drive my car, or will the tester have 
the power to disqualify me? 

I have not done all this to be awkward; I merely want to use 
a motor mower on the large grass verge outside my house, 
which belongs to the Council and which presumably constitutes
